8e\'eral I'houattnd Dollara. 
New York. Sept. 26.— Tbe Maset com- 

mittee took up thf^ subject of contri- 
butions by Judicial candidates t'ur 
campaign expenses and ezamiae sev- 
aral of Um Judgea ot tbia county. Tbe 
wltoeaaea who bad contributed all tbe 
way from $4,000 to $10,000 each for the 
purpose indicated were unanimous in- 
aaylDg that this had no Influence upon 
ttaam In tbeir Judicial capacity. Aa to 
tha propriety of tbe praotlce tbera was 
a division of opinion though the ma- 
jority expressed a willlngnes? to bear 
a proper proportion of the cost of the 
election. Chairman Mazet aaid the 
committee wiabed to learn tbe views of 
the judges on the question of the pro- 
priety (jf a law forbidding candidates 
for the Judiciary to oontrlbitta to oAni> 
paign funds. 

A prominent merchant declarea "that tbe 
money axpanded for advertlilnx Is the same aa 
If plaoed oa Interest" Thia la the proper view 
to bo taken otadTertlaemeata placed la apopnlar 
nawapaper.

• • • Tbe worst service in Central 
Kentucky, however, as far aa known, is 
the service along theMayariUe branch of 
the K. 0. railroad, from Paria to Maya 
ville. How and why the people alobfr 
there have atood it aa long aa they have 
withoot exbanating every ellort to have 
it bettered is bard to understand. It is 
a good example of bow the American 
paopla will allow tbtnfi to go along 
wilhont making a row. At a few of the 
largest towns along that route the Herald 
is enabled to get to itaaabaeriben on the 
day of issue; to the smaller poatoffices 
it does not get until at the best late at 
nlKbt OB tha nazt day, and often not 
at all. 

Under the present arrangement tbe 
mail agent leaves Maysville in the morn 
ing, goes to Paris and then on to Cincin 
nati and retnms In the aftamoon by way 

of Paris to Maysville, so that mail put in 
the office early one morning goes to 
Paria on the 7 o'clock train, lavs over 
ih-re till the mail agent comes t ack from 
Cincinnati and then goes on toward 
Maysville to be delivered the next morn- 
ing. Tbe Lexington office fixes up large 
packages for the larger offices so they 
can go to their destination on the fir^t 
train, hot the mail for the amailer office 
is distribnted either at Paris or on the 
train and if in good luck he to whom it 
ia directed geta it tba nest day. That is, 
it talcea an Ibng to atod a lflftt«r from Las- 
in^ton to any of the smaller offices along 
that route, foom thirty to aizty miles, as 
it doea to aand a paper to Naw York, 
over 600 miles, ten to twenty times as 
far. A registered letter put in the Lex- 
ington offloaaa aooo aa it epana, goes to 
Cincinnati and lays there till the next 
morning and then goes to Maysville and 
ia delivered about the same time a letter 
mailed to New York would be delivered. 

If tbe people along that route wonld 
I make a real effort, invite the aid of their 
Congreasman and thaSanatora from Ken- 
tucky, their service wonld probably be 
iraj)roved. Sucli an i ffirt could certainly 
do no harm, fur it could not be worse 
than it ia at preaant There ia nothing 
that jjives ^jreatcr comfort and is more 
real service to any community than 
prompt' aad freqnaot mail facilities. 
With proper effort service c.*n usually be 
attuned and though it is sometimes a 
rather diaconraging matter to try.
